What are the chances for another 


high yield per acre of wheat this 
coming year? Many are asking this 
question. 

I have examined carefully the rec- 
ords, and I find that in the past fifty- 
seven years there have been five years 
each of high yields per acre that were 
followed by low yields— 1885. 1895, 
1909, 1915, and 1928, but that there 
have also been five years of high 


yields which were succeeded by ano-| yo. papers offer to teach dancing in 
ther year of high yield— 1890, 1901,| three hours.

1905, 1911 and 1927. 


On five occasions. therefore, a high} dancing we see nowadays 
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has been only one period where three 
high yields in succession occurred— 
1911, 1912 and 1913. 

I note, however, that every high 
yield that has occurred in the West 
in fifty seven years has been the re- 
sult of better than average rainfall. 
It seems, therefore, that whether we 
have a high or low yield per acre this 
coming crop will depend mainly upon 
whether the rain that falls during this 
coming summer is better than average 
or less than average. It is to be not- 
ed, however, that next year’s crop 
will start in with slightly higher  re- 
serves of moisture in the soil than the 


average.

| at Waukesha, Wisconsin, April 12 and 
13 and later a sale in Canada. probab- 
ly in Calgary, will be arranged to dis- 
pose of some 125 Angus cattle. 

The Wisconsin city was chosen be- 
cause of its significance as one of the 
leading Holstein centres of the mid- 
west and because of its central loca- 
tion, which will be convenient for both 
Eastern and Western Canadian breed- 
ders as well as for American breeders 
who will attend the sale. 

Dispersal of the C. P. R. ’s Holstein 
and Angus herds breaks up a_ well 
known combination in North American 
livestock breeding. Strathmore cattle 
have frequently swept the boards and 
have consistently won prizes wherever

Some herds, begun with Strathmore 
basic stock, later rivalled the parent 
herd at leading shows. 

At Coaldale, where beef producing 
Angus cattle were demonstrated by 
the railway company to Western breed 
ers, the strain ‘vastly improved the 
beef stock in this pre-eminent beef 
country. The Strathmore Holsteins 
similarly improved the milk producing 
stock, 

Government agencies, such as_ the 
farmers clubs set up in the west by the 
Dominion livestock branch to make 
bulls accessible have in more recent 
years superceded the railway farms 
in the purposes for which Strathmore 
and Coaldale herds were established.

What to Grow in 1943 


As a result of the Dominion- 
Provincial conference held in Ottawa 
Jast December, it is recommended 
that wheat plantings be reduced by 
nearly 4 million acres, and rye by 
almost 44 million acres. Increased 
summerfallow is not suggested; but 
we are advised to use the land taken 
out of wheat to increase the acreage 
of other crops as follows: oats, over 
1¥4 million; barley, 34 million; hay 
and clover, 34 million; alfalfa, 44 
million, 

The above adjustments are chiefly 
the concern of the prairie provinces 
because we sow about 95 per cent 
of Canada’s wheat acreage, Indeed, 
we can go further and say that the 
change will be concentrated in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, because 
Manitoba planted less than two 
million acres of wheat in 1942, 

To# the individual farmer the 
desired changes mean that, on the 
average, for every 100 acres of wheat 
he grew in 1942, he should grow 
only 82 in 1943. Obviously, these 
changes must be considered in relae 
tion to district and to the possibility 
of increasing various classes of live- 
stock, Generally speaking, on the 
open prairies, it will be diffieult to 
reduce wheat acreages by 18 per 
cout, As @ result of the announce- 
ment that the flax acreage should 
not be increased in 1943, it would be 
Wise to forget about flax in the 
1ixed farming areas, and concentrate 
our production in the plains where 
coarse grains do not do so well, If 
the government’s wishes are to be 
realized, wheat acreage reduction 
must exceed 18 per cent where mixed 
farming is feasible and’ profitable. 
More grasses and/or clovers will be 


advantageous easly everywhere.

Thatcher wheat for still another year 
has increased it’s lead over all other 
varieties as the dominant wheat in the 
prairie provinces; all according to the 
annual survey recently completed by 
the Research Department of the Searle 

Grain Company Limited. 

The survey reveals Thatcher wheat 
now occupies 50.6 per cent of the acre- 
age sown to wheat in the three prairie 
provinces, as compared with 44,9 per 
cent in 1941. Marquis once again oc- 
cupies second place, but with only 20.2 
percent of the acreage compared with 
24.5 per cent in 1941, Third place is 
again occupied by Red Bobs with 12.8 
per cent of the acreage, as compared 
with 13.5 per cent in 1941. Fourth is 
now taken by Apex occupying 4.3 per 
cent of the acreage, as compared with 
4 per cent in 1941. Regent now occu- 
pies 3.5 per cent, Renown 3.5 per cent, 
Reward 1.2 per cent, Garnet 1 per cent 
Canus .6 per cent, Miscellaneous .8 
per cent and Durum 1.5 per cent as 
compared with 1.6 per cent in 1941. 

Thatcher again greatly dominates in 
Saskatchewan occupying 69.3 per cent 
of the acreage and in Manitoba with 
57.1 per cent, but in Alberta Red Bobs 
takes first place occupying 40 per cent 
of the acreage, Marquis second with 
86.4 per cent and Thatcher third with 
12.3 per cent. Regent has made its 
way into Alberta during the past year 
now occupying 1.5 per cent of the 
acreage sown to wheat in that pro- 
vince,
